Superintendins School Committee 


For toe YEAR ENDING Marcu 1, 1882. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Carrie E. Gee. The repu- 
tation Miss Gee has acquired in her own district as a teacher 
speaks more for her than words of mine can do. Suffice it to say 
that her labors were fully appreciated by parents and scholars, and ~ 
considering the small number of pupils, all was accomplished that 
could have been desired. 

Miss Ella L. Foote taught the winter term. More scholars were 
in attendanee this term than the previous one. We think Miss 
Foote tried to do her dnty in every respect. The interest mani- 
fested by the parents present on the last day, combined with the 
closing exercises, proved that great good had been accomplished. 

If there was a fault at the final examination it was on account of 
the hesitation, and speaking less audibly than was desirable. Many 
of the schools in town have the same bad habit which we hope will 
be corrected in the future. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The summer term was under the instruction of Miss Lois A. 
Hurd. Miss Hurd labored assiduously to make her scholars practi- 
cal, and we judge she was successful to more than an ordinary de- 
gree. If the scholars in this school had more self-confidence they 
would exhibit a greater degree of promptness in their answers, 
and reflect more credit upon their teachers and themselves at their 
final examinations. 

Mr. John L. Cain was employed as teacher for the winter term. 
Perfect unity and sympathy of feeling seemed to exist between 
teacher and pupils, and the recitations were such as to evince a 
praiseworthy method of instruction on the part of the instructor. 
I think Mr. Cain labored hard for the best good of his pupils, and 
was successful to more than an ordinary degree. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Sadie J. H. Cutting. This 
is a pleasant little school, and contains some very bright scholars. 

The same correct deportment and prompt recitations character- 
ized the examination this term that we have witnessed in the past. 

Miss Cutting labored earnestly for her pupils, and the school was 
& SUCCESS. 

The fall and winter terms were under the instruction of Miss 
Clara E. Fisher. 

The fall term passed away very pleasantly, and we think the pu- 
pils made very praiseworthy improvement. 

The winter school being larger than the fall, it required a renew- 
ed effort on the part of the teacher to produce satisfactory results 
at the closing examination. We think, to accomplish this object, 
Miss Fisher endeavored to discharge her duty faithfully and impar- 
tially. 

The closing exercises were interesting, although somewhat dis- 
turbed by the absence of a few of the scholars, and some of those 
present having severe colds made it difficult for them to perform 
their parts acceptably to themselves or teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer term, Miss Attie S. Marshall teacher. This being her 
sixth term in this district is sufficient proof that her labors had 
been fully appreciated in the past. She could have remained longer 
in the school, but thought it not wise to do so. Miss Marshall is a 
first-class teacher, as the result of her labors in this district have 
always shown, and she will ever be kindly remembered by the 
citizens of district No. 5. 

The winter term of this school was taught by Miss Zilpha M. 
Cutting. Miss Cutting being an energetic teacher, the pupils 
caught the same spirit, which made the exercises lively and inter- 
esting on examination day. The answers were promptly given, 
and in a tone of voice that could be distinctly heard in any part of 
the school room. The closing exercises showed her labors to have 
been productive of the best results. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term, Mrs. Edwin S. Bailey teacher. This being the 
largest of the twelve rural districts, much hard labor has always to 
be performed on the part of teacher and scholars or the school 
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will be comparatively a failure. In view of this fact, Mrs. Bailey 
exerted herself in the interest of the scholars, and the result at the 
examination showed that her labors had not been in vain. Good 
order and correct discipline were conspicuous elements of the work 
here accomplished. ; 

The Committee had the good fortune to secure the services of 
Frank C. Crowell for the fall and winter terms. Several small 
scholars were in attendance at the fall term, making it difficult to 
maintain perfect order, and, at the same time, do justice to the 
large number of classes. But the teacher proved himself equal to 
every emergency, and the scholars made commendable improve- 
ment in all their studies. 

The winter term contained a less number of small scholars, 
consequently not as many classes as heretofore. The teacher and 
pupils worked well together, and the perfect harmony existing be- 
tween teacher and scholar, the systematic arrangement of classes, 
etc., characterized all the exercises at the final examinations. The 
school in every respect was a successful one, and we hope Mr. 
Crowell may act in the same capacity the coming fall and winter. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Both the summer and winter terms in this district were con- 
ducted by Miss May Z. Parker. The summer school, although 
small, was pleasant and profitable. The closing exercises showed 
that a good degree of improvement had been made by all. 

The commencement of the winter term brought with it an 
addition of eight large scholars, consequently it required an extra 
effort on the part of the teacher to make the school a success; this 
was not wanting on the part of Miss Parker, who was unremitting 
in her labors in promoting the interests of her pupils, who were 
always ready to respond to every requirement made by her. Per- 
fect unity of feeling and purpose existed between teacher and 
scholar throughout the term, good order was maintained, and rapid 
progress made in all the studies pursued. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Miss Lillian Fletcher, teacher. This school closed prematurely, 
and having no notice of its close, was not present the last day. It 
was a short term of only 6 weeks; therefore not a great amount of 
good could be accomplished in so short a time. Miss Fletcher is a 
young lady of rare accomplishments, and, judging from the past, 
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we have no doubt the scholars made all the improvement that could 
have been expected under the circumstances. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Estie M. Cutting. This teacher 
has had but little experience in school-keeping; but, being a mod- 
est, unpretending young lady, she won the love and respect of her 
pupils, and we think her success compared favorably with other 
teachers in town, of her experience. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Miss Mary E. Wylie was employed as teacher for the summer 
term. Miss Wylie was not unmindful of the importance of the 
trust committed to her, and faithfully discharged her duties in the 
school-room. The scholars made good progress in their studies, as 
the closing exercises clearly proved. If Miss Wylie is wanting in 
any of the essential qualifications of a first-class teacher, it is self- 
confidence. . 

Winter term taught by Miss Mary E. Colby. This school con- 
tains some of the most thorough scholars in town. As usual, the 
examination passed off in a manner that reflected much credit upon 
teacher and scholars. We think Miss Colby sought the best good 
of her pupils, and was eminently successful. 


' DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Estie M. Cutting. 
This school being so small (only four scholars at most) the teacher 
has found it difficult to keep up a lively interest in the studies. 
We think Miss Cutting has been faithful to the few intrusted . to 
her charge, and the result of her teaching in this district has been 


satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Zilpha M. Cutting. It 
was the aim of the Prudential Committee to secure a teacher that 
would sustain good order, interest the scholars in their studies, 
and teach a school that would be an honor to Pike Hill. This 
object was accomplished by securing the services of Miss Cutting 
for the summer term. Correct instruction was given, and a good 
degree of progress made in all the studies pursued. 

Miss Lizzie H. Rowe was employed as teacher for the winter 

‘term. This teacher was also instructed to be mistress of the school 
in every respect, which instructions she endeavored to carry out 
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impartially, but we are sorry to say was met with opposition on 
the part of some of the scholars, who, rather than obey the regu- 


lations of the school, left before its close. Those who continued 
to thetend passed a good examination. : 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


The summer term was under the instruction of Ada A. Johnson. 
Miss Johnson graduated at the little white school house in *‘ Mos- 
quito Hollow,” so called, and therefore never had the benefit of a 
high school education. As a scholar, she was always studious and 
thorough in all her studies, ranking as one of the best in town. As 
a teacher, although without experience, she was faithful, and the 
' pupils under her instruction made good progress, as the closing ex- 
amination proved. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Orinda A. Boucher. This 
teacher entered upon her duties without any practical knowledge 
of teaching, this being her first term. She was peculiar in some 
respects, but having good material to work with, the closing exer- 
cises showed her labors to have been productive of good results. 

Some of the best scholars in town are found in this school. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 


Both summer and winter terms were under the instruction of 
Miss May I. Cutting. The summer school passed away very pleas- 
antly. All the scholars made a commendable degree of improve- 
ment. 

The winter term was partially a failure. A portion of the school 
became dissatisfied and left before its close. . 

Those who were present on the last day did as well as could have 
been expected under-the circumstances. 

We think Miss Cutting is a conscientious young lady, and tried 
to discharge her duty impartially. 


MISCELLANEOUS REMARKS. 


In noticing each district and teacher separately we have endeay- 
ored to act impartially under all circumstances, and to do justice 
to all parties concerned. 


BOOKS. 
Your committee has not made any change in books during the 
past year, not that we think the best books are in use in our schools 
in all cases, but because we think too frequent a change of books 
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is not always beneficial to the scholars, or pleasant for the teacher, 


and on the part of the parent it often times causes unpleasant feel- 
ings, being, as they think, a needless expense. 


“ADDITIONAL BRANCHES. 


We think the time in our district schools should be mostly devot- 
ed to the common English studies. No poor boy or girl should be 
neglected for the purpose of giving extra instruction to scholars in 
the higher branches. All should receive as nearly as possible his 
or her share of the teacher’s attention while in the school-room. 
More attention should be paid to reading, spelling and writing. 
Very few scholars are found in our schools who can write as well 
as they ought. Teachers, too, should take the hint and improve 
themselves in this important branch of education. 

We think the penmanship of to-day will not compare favorably 
with that found in our schools before steel pens and printed copies 
were invented. This is a subject worthy of consideration, and we 
hope it will not be in the back-ground in the future. 

Too much time should not be taken up in preparing for evening 
entertainments. A limited number of pieces should be spoken and 
a few compositions written, but too much time spent in this direc- 
tion is not advisable. 


PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEES. 


Much has been said and written concerning the important duties 
of Prudential Committees, and yet there remains more that may be 
said before their duties will be perfectly understood and faithfully 
discharged. Too many men attend our yearly school meetings, 
who have ‘‘ an ax to grind.” This is all wrong. Every good 
citizen should be willing to lay aside all selfish motives and do all 
in his power to promote the education of the rising generation. 

The Prudential Committee should be as careful in selecting a 
School teacher, if he is a farmer, as he would be in trading for a 
pair of oxen. Never be too particular about the price. Far bet- 
ter have ashort school and a good one than a long one and good for 
nothing. | 

No teacher should be employed in any school where there is an 
existing prejudice on the part of any one in the district. 


TEACHERS. 


We think it not amiss in this place to say a word pertaining to 
the qualifications of teachers. A teacher should possess peculiar 
natural gifts, be ‘‘ apt to teach,” have a thorough acquaintance 
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with the first principles of knowledge, and also be conscious that 
there is really no higher calling than imparting instruction to the 
youthful mind. 

Teachers should have an amiable disposition, being able to goy- 
ern themselves, then they will be able to govern a school success- 
fully; finally, always setting an example worthy of imitation. 


PARENTS. 


It is a fact that but few difficulties arise in our schools, the cause 
of which either directly or indirectly, cannot be traced to the 
parents. 

Cases not unfrequently occur where there is some difficulty 
existing between individuals in the same district, and the unpleas- 
ant feelings are carried into the school-meeting; thence into the 
school, where trouble is sure to arise. Teachers engaged for such 
schools should always be made acquainted with the facts and goy- 
ern themselves accordingly. 

Parents should visit their schools more frequently, and not leave 
the care of their children entirely to the teacher. If parents 
would adopt the practice of having some one of their number visit 
their school every week or every day during the term, pupils 
would always be ready to receive them, by their good deportment, 
perfect and prompt recitations, etc. 

I have learned by observation and from experience that where 
there was perfect harmony in the district, kind feelings at the 
school meeting, and a good number of parents and friends present 
at the examination, we find the most prosperous schools. 


CLOSING REMARKS. 


It will be seen by the foregoing report that all the schools in 
town which have been under my supervision the past year, have 
been a success except two; for the trouble arising in these schools 
I do not feel responsible. 

It has been my earnest endeavor to do all in my power to pro- 
mote the best good of all the schools entrusted to my charge. 

The scholars and teachers have my thanks and best wishes for 
the co-operation I have received from them in trying to promote 
the cause of education in the town of Newport.
